History Society— The New

There was a large attendance at the 
Natural History society Inst evening, 
when the annual meeting took place. 
Reports for the year were submitted by 
the executive committee, tn usurer and 
librarian and curator, which were duly 
received, and showed the society to be, 
numerically, financially and it. point of 
activity and general interest, in a strong 
and healthy condition.

Mr. Ilanhum. of the Bank of H. N. 
A., then read the paper of the evening, 
his subject being "( 'oleopt era." Mr. Han- 
ham lias been a life-long student and 
collector of beetles, and dealt with the 
subject most exhaustively. The order 
Coleoplera, he said, possessed the lar- 
gest number of representatives among 
existing fauna, and was the most wide- 
ly distributed, extending in its numer- 
ous ramifications and divisions from 
the Arctic regions to the Equator, and 
from cavernous depths to the soow- 
enped peaks of the highest mountains. 
The beetle.-, were classified in several 
ways by various authorities, hut Mr. 
ITiinhani dealt with* them inainlv ac- 
cording to their habits, anil while h-> 
directeil his attention in particular to 
Canadian genera, described .generally 
the entire order with reference mainly 
to their division as beneficial and de- 
structive. Mr, Hnnhnni had several 
cases of specimens for examination, but 
owing to the electric light suddenly be- 
ing extinguished, the substitution of tal- 
low wicks afforded but a limited oppor- 
tunity for inspection and demonstration. 
For this reason, too, n large amount of 
business on the order paper was 'e- 
ferred, and the meeting was adjourned 
for two weeks. At this meeting the re- 
tiring president, Rev. Canon Beanlands, 
who declined re-election, will deliver his 
retiring presidential uddres;, which is 
looked forward to with much interest.

Ill l.SSS Ihe Esquimau Waterworks com- 
pany obtained their powers under Act of 
Parliament, and shortly afterwards con- 
structed taelr main la pursuance of the 
statutory power contained in section 10, 
along tin' road.

'"be expropriation should be proeeeded 
with Immediately If it Is Intended to carry 
out the bylaw reopening the road, as It Is 
open to any person aggrieved, to move to 
onash the by-law, unless this Is done,- and 
the costs would, In my opinion, fall upon 
the city. , , 

If It Is now desired to pass a by-law re- 
closing the road. I am of opinion that It 
can safely be done. If the road be closed 
I 3.0 not consider the corporation have at 
present Incurred anv liability under the 
byJlA'W 827. as no "effect was given to the 
same no entry having been made upon the 
land and no damage having been sustained 
bv the property owners.

The Tourist Association has begun 
work in a business-like way. The oillce 
on Fort street, where visitors can re- 
ceive information unci direction about 
the host places to see and the best things 
to il «, and the best method of seeing 
and doing them, will be opened today. 
The work of the Tourist Association 
mitt 1 ! ally divides itself under two heads, 
first, inducing people to come here, and 
second, looking; 'after them while they 
hit here, a ml thus inducing them to re- 
turn, and to send their friends. We be- 
lieve that the second, but equally impor- 
tant, function can best be carried out 
by developing the resources for sport and 
amusement which the city of Victoria 
affords. Every resort iu Scotland, 
Switzerland or the Luke country of 
England, of which we 'nave had any ex- 
perience depends not so much upon the 
attractions of the place itself, as upon 
the number of places which could be 
reached from it within the limits of a 
day's excursion, such, as lakes and riv- 
ers for trout fishing, picturesque places 
for picnics ami cunning spots for open- 
air sports and enjoyment. At the pres- 
ent time, when our local Waltons, for 
instance, are capturing good baskets of 
trout, what chance would the piscatorial 
tourist, who knew nobody in town, have 
to get a good day's fishing'.' Very lit- 
tle. This is a matter which the Tourist 
Association ought to remedy. It ought 
to have a handy folder tor a guide book 
to anglers, illustrating the places to Bsh, 
the flies to use and the seasons of the 
year at which different waters will give 
good results. The same course should 
be followed with regard to the other 
natural attractions not merely in, but 
around Victoria. Anyone in search of 
change of air and scene need not be 
iilly loafing about the city for one day, 
if only he is directed to the thousand 
aad one natural attractions tributary 
to thin city. But for want of direction 
loo many of our visitors have found 
themselves with nothing to do or see 
after exhausting the stock sights of the 
city itself. Time and time again have 
visitors to the city, to our own knowl- 
edge, made the same complaint after a 
few days' nothing to do, nothing more 
that is interesting to see. If the Tourist 
Association remedies this, as it very 
easily can, it will give Victoria one of 
the best advertsements possible in the 
way people who come and go will talk 
ll bout its attractions.

Striking change since numeration became 
a factor in commerce. 

NBW y.EAL.VND AND 'THE WAR. 

The heart of every loyal Canadian 
will heat In sympathy with the expres- 
sion of sentiment by Premier Seddon of 
New Zealand upon the departure for 
South Africa of the South Island section 
of the ninth New Zealand contingent. 
He said: 

"Wc are sending today another living 
contribution, making a total of over 5,- 
000. The death-roll of the New Zea- 
lauders 1ms been heavy. Our sons have 
died nobly and bravely; no murmuring 
hns been heard, and bereavements have 
been home with British fortitude. Some 
have been ungenerous enough to say, 
■while admitting that New Zealand has 
done well in sending the men, that the 
cost in money has not amounted to much. 
The cost has 'been over £400,000, but 
New Zealand does not count the cost. 
iHer desire is to maintain the Empire. 
Our enemies are trying to make much 
of Lord Metfcuen's mishap, but it is of 
light import, and will do good ill the 
end by showing the need of greater care 
and greater energy. That the news of 
a slight British reverse ' was received 
with laughter by some members of the 
English parliament redounds to the 
shame and disgrace of those guilty of 
such conduct." 

This speech was made on the 1-ltb day 
of IMareh. On the 15th day of March 
the cabinet of New Zealand decided to 
send a tenth contingent of 1,000 men no 
South Africa to leave in three weeks 
time, which will bring up the total num- 
ber of men despatched from Now Zea- 
land to 0,000. It occurs to .us that, the 
relative wealth and population of that 
country compared with those of Can- 
ada, New Zealand has outstripped us 
in the practical expression of Imperial 
patriotism. Nor do we ever remember 
our own 'Premier, Sir Wilfrid L-aurior, 
in spite of all his eloquence, to have ex- 
pressed the beiitiment of tin country, 
as clearly and as forcibly, as has the 
blacksmith who presides over the desti- 
nies of our sister colony. 

WEI-HAI-WEa. 

It twill toe remembered that hhc Colo- 
nist newspaper was probably the iirst 
English or American newspaper to 
print a detailed expression of Japanese 
opinion of the 'abandonment of Wei- 
Ilai-Wei by Great Britain. We are 
now in possession of the official explana- 
tions rendered in the Imperial parlia- 
ment and of the English press comments 
thereon. The opposition newspapers 
assert that Wei-Hni-Wei was simply 
taken as an offset to the Russian occupa- 
tion of Port Arthur, though useless for 
the purpose of being a fortified base. 
They quote Hosebery's epithet, describ- 
ing 'it jis "a second natc watering place," 
with a good deal of gusto. But this is 
a line of criticism iuspired by local jKi'.i- 
tical bias und not by Imperial considera- 
tions. It appears from the statement 
made in the House of Ijords by Lord 
Selborne, that a change in expert ad- 
vice to the Admiralty Board led to a 
change of policy and the abandonment 
of WcwHui-Wei as a point, capable of 
fortification after its adoption as such, 
We confess that to us this looks a little 
haphazard in reference to the acquisi- 
tion and construction of a Gibraltar in 
the Orient. It certainly boars out our 
comment on the Imperial government's 
action based on our conversation with 
Mr. Zumoto, who may be taken us fairly 
representative of Japanese opinion on 
the subject. We then said: "It is dilll- 
ciit to feel much confidence in the home 
government's choice of strategic points, 
alter Iaidysmith particularly. We hope 
that no mistake has been made which 
.nay mean humiliating loss and ditllculty 
at some future time. But certainly Mr. 
Zumoto's frank statement is not very 
reassuring." Not only do the facts since 
elicited fully justify our comment, hut 
it is somewhat Haltering to have the 
Loudon Times make practically the same 
comment, in very similar language 1 : 

"It is it great pity that .Lord Sel- 
borne had not the courage 'and the self- 
restraint to observe the sound principle 
he laid down in the beginning of ins 
speech on the question of Woi-JIni-Wei 
yesterday in the House of Lords, and 
to refuse to set the views ascribed to 
one set of naval officers against: those 
escribed to another, ou nn important 
■IMiiut of naval strategy. He may plead 
considerable provocation, it is true, but 
the statesman in whose keeping are the 
dearest interests of the (Empire should 
know how to keep silence us well as 
how to speak in defence of those inter- 
ests. (Lord Portsmouth was perhaps 
indiscreet in invoking the authority of 
two distinguished -admirals against the 
decision of the government not to for- 
tify Wei-II-ai-Wei. Indiscretion, we 
grieve to say, seems too mild a term for 
ill.- coarse .afterwards taken by Lord 
Goschen, He exerted himself, with 
only too much success, to s'how that t In- 
board ho presided over and the 'board 
presided over by his successor have come 
to opposite conclusions on the subject 
under discussion. Such a step is but 
ill-calculated to serve his own high re- 
putation as Imperial statesman or 
the- reputation of the profession for 
which he litis done so much! He insisted 
■that a change of policy had occurred, 
and I ha t different men, judging ma- 
terials substantially the sumo, had form- 
ed different opinions. 

Lord Selborne's answer was that if a 
late commander-in-chief 'and a late 

80 id i» command on the China station 

were on one side, the present COinmahd- 
er-Iu-ohief and another second in com- 
mand were on the other, nnd that 'if the 
majority of Lord Onsrihen's board were, 
for one course, the whole" of his own 
board were unanimously for the other. 
Disclosures of that kind .will hardly tend 
to strengthen tile national confidence iu 
those who direct our first lino of de- 
fence or to increase the reputation of 
the lAihuiraity abroad. Lord Selborne 



says ho has uo wish to parade our naval 
authorities against each other, and tbiit 
his hand was forced.

Mr. Cassidy Objects to Remarks 
By Mr- Curtis— Adjourn- 
ment Till Today. 



The sitting of the Ijo.mi1 Commission 
was resumed yesterday morning, the ex- 
amination of Hon. dames Dunsmuir be- 
ing resumed by IMr. Curtis. 

Mr. 'Duusmuir produced several letter! 
which had passed between him and 
General Hubbard, only one of which 
had reference to the sale of the E. & 
N. railway. This letter, which was ad- 
mitted as evidence, reads as follows:

ar General: Your letter of March 8tli 
and loth to hand. In the matter of the 
proposition sent you for the road, I may 
say this matter came up frjin a nroposltloh 
made by Mackenzie & Mann, who repr 
sent the Canadian Northern Railway. This 
road is now heading for the Pacific coast, 
ami will be another transcontinental road, 
and In order that Its terminus should he- 
at Victoria, It would he necessary for them 
to secure the E. ,v N., or get running rights 
over tt. I never heretofore considered part- 
ing with the road except for cash, and have 
always, thought It would he hotter to get 
rid of It. provided we pot S-J.OdO.oOO cash, 
hut the proposition of $2,000,000 bonds on 
our property is of course another thine, 
and while I said I was willlnn, even to do 
this In order to brlnir a transcontinental 
railway to Victoria, still I am sorrv that 
yon refused to agree to the proposition. I 
presume you will not alter your decision 
should tin- representative of tin- company 
call upon you In Xew York which, I under- 
stand he Intends doing. I do not look for 
the road ever to make much money. Al- 
most all the points on the road can he 
reached by water transportation, and If 
business warranted It. wc 'would be sub- 
Ject to water competition. 

It Is an easy matter to criticise the man- 
agement of tile properltes, hut take it all 
in all, I do not see that there can he much 
improvement. I have good men on the 
road, and in tin- mine expenses could be 
cut In some Instances, prohably without 
affecting the efficiency of the road, but I 
prefer to keep the properties In cood condi- 
tion rather than they should suffer from 
reducing expenses. I am as anxious as you 
are to see the properties making some 
money, and if it had not been for the ex- 
(•eedlagly bad luck we had last year, we 
weald have made a remarkably good show- 
ing— the accidents at the Wellington and 
Coinox mines were very costly affairs, both 
in respect to damage and loss of business. 
It Is Impossible to prevent accidents. The 
most we can do Is to take every precau- 
tion to guard against that, and on this 
principle we spare no expense In putting 
all mines In safe codltlon.

There were no other letters or tele- 
grams besides those produced. Did not 
know who sent a telegram to Mr. 
Groenshields. Did not remember the 
telegram received by lion. Mr. Wells 
from Mr. Or ishields. Wrote two let- 
ters to the public of (British Columbia, 
and one to Sir Wilfrid Eaurier, which 
were published in the Colonist. The 
printed i opies produced, were copies of 
those letters. Witness also identified a 
copy of the report of the delegation to 
i )t tawr. The statements made in those 
letters and reports were true. 

Mr. Curtis' asked if witness' views as 
to railways had changed since bo wrote 
those letters. 

The question was objected to as hav- 
ing no bearing upon the charges made by- 
Mr. Curtis. 

Mr. Curtis argued that one of his 
charges was that the government had 
agreed to give an excessive subsidy to 
the Canadian Northern, and if that were 
a <|ttestiou of government policy lie had 
a right to know it. 

The commissioner said, iif it could be 
shown that the granting of the subsidy 
were made for the nuirpo.se of bribery, 
it would have bearing on the case, but 
as it stood it seemed to bo a mere dif- 
ference of opinion, as to the extent of 
the subsidy. 

Witness said he remembered hearing 
IMr. illolmcken ask wiio Mr. Greenshields 
was, and the subsequent charge that 
trreenshields iwas noting for the gov- 
ernment and for Mackenzie & Mann, 
lie had not contradicted the statement 
made by Mr. Helmckon, but lie had 
denied a similar one made by Capt. 

He said "No" in answer to 
Capt. Tallow, he did not make a long 
speech as Mr. Curtis would have done. 

Crroenshiolds was acting for Mackenzie 
& 'Mann in the railway negotiations, he 
was not acting for the government;. • 

The government did not think it worth 
while to deny every charge made by op- 
position members. 

Shown the Times editorial, "A Deal 
or a 'Steal," Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said- he 
had paid no attention to it, could not 
say that he had read it. 

lie did not care what the newspapers 
said. In- knew that V> was doing right. 

"I tell you, Curtis," said Hon. Mr. 
Dunsmuir, "there is nothing in it. and 
I twill make you repent for this." 

Hi! had seen placards on the walls: 
"Is Dunsmuir selling his railway for 
the good of his country, or his country 
for the gooil of his railway V" .Had 'not 
thought it worth his while to take no- 
tice of them. 

He was not opposed to land grants to 
railways if the rights of the province 
were safeguarded in respect to securing 
an adequate return. 

■He !:::i! told 'Mr. Mann that he would 
not agree to the Canadian Northern con- 
tract unless Victoria was made the ter- 
minus. Did not make that provision to 
influence the electors of Victoria. Did 
it in the interests of the city and. prov- 
ince.

ntO.V AND STEEL. 

Nlr.-r see In- the editorial hi the Colonist 
of the 1st last., under the heading of "Iron 
and steel." that you do not tlnd anyone 
has "discussed or comhatted your conten- 
tion that the opportunity was ripe for the 
establishment of the manufacture of iron 
and steel on the coast of Iirltlsh Columbia." 

This Is a BUhJecl that has. together with 
the 'building of Iron vessels In British Col- 
umbia, engaged my attention for some 
years past, (luring which time I have oc- 
casionally advocated It through local news- 
papers, and very recently some of my let- 
ters were piihllshod in the Vancouver Pro- 
vince, advocating an export tax on raw 
ores taken out of the province to he manu- 
factured in foreign countries. The object 
In view, by the Imposition of such a tax on 
raw ores being to encourage and to protect 
their nianul'aefuri — imrtlcularly in ship- 
building— and us far as possible utilization 
within the province as well as for export, 
and thus promote extensive Industries that 
would in every way tend to Increase the 
general welfare of Hrltish Columbia. 

You. no doubt, are well aware that two 
powerful corporations ore now engaging in 
the above-mentioned enterprises hi Puget 
Sound, with the object In view of monopo- 
lizing all the Iron and steel business of the 
countries whose shores are washed bv the 
waters of the Pacific ocean, and which 
otter an almost limitless Held for all under- 
takings In which Iron and steel are used. 

From nil the In formation I have been 
able to gather from reliable sources regard- 
ing the nature and quality of our Iron ami 
copper ores and coal deposits, and especial- 
ly regarding the situation of those mines, 
etc.. It appears to me that nature could 
hardly have done more to demonstrate that 
on the shores of Vancouver Island are to 
he found the most advantageous locations 
for successfully operating the before-men- 
tioned Industries, hut whether the better 
locality for their establishment should be 
on the oust or west coast, or at the north 
end of the Island, requires very careful 
consideration, and much more extensive* 
and detailed Informal Ion than Is at present 
obtainable in a complete, thoroughly re- 
liable and satisfactory shape. 

So far as 1 can Judge a! present. It Is 
probable that the east coast of Vancouver 
Island Is llkelv to afford a locality where 
the relative oosltlons of the ores and coking 
coal. etc. and especially of the valuable 
ores of Toxada Island would Insure most 
successful and economical results. It would 
be regrettable If any purely local Interests 
should divert the manufacturing centre 
from the place that would Insure to Its 
productions the greatest possible commer- 
cial success In competlne for trade In all 
available foreign markets. 

A good harbor, where extensive docks for 
shipbuilding can be advantageously con- 
structed, and which can be rendered Im- 
pregnable from foreign Invasion In war 
times, by local or neighboring commanding 
fortifications, are essentials that should be 
carefully considered in connection with the 
docks, etc.. and above all. It should bo 
borne In mind that for foreign trade we will 
have a near, a powerful and an energetic 
competitor to contend with, but who has 
not cot either such an advantageous geo- 
graphical position nor such advantageously 
situated deposits n! ores, of coal and of 
forest wealth as we have.

ZION'S TRIALS. 

Elder Brooks, Recently Released from 
Prison, Resumes His Meetings, 

'-British Daw and British Fair Play in 
Actual Operation," though certainly a 
high sounding title for it Sunday night's 
discourse, did not draw a big house to 
Zion the night before last. Besides tho 
little band of followers that Elder 
Brooks has in this city, probably there 
were not more than half a dozer, hearers 
present to listen to the elder's story of 
his trials here, ami to the hopes of Zion. 
This was ali the more strange because 
at the street meeting quite n crowd had 
gathered, and, as on Saturday night, bail 
demonstrated their thoroughgoing dis- 
approval of the elder and his teaching. 
On Saturday the elder alleges that eight 
panes of glass were broken in Zion and 
some i>0 pounds of stones scattered on 
the floors, having found entrance by the 
windows. On Sunday night his- faith 
and that of the band was the more 
strengthened by sundry eggs of uncertain 
age. 

After the usual meeting the elder took 
as his text some of the well known "Woe 
unto ye scribes, pharisees, lawyers and 
doctors" verses, and devoted most of 
his time to the thoroughgoing denuncia- 
tions of the lawyers and doctors of to- 
day, together with all the secret so- 
cieties anil the score of religious bodies 
doing business in tins city, it was the 
same old tirade. Sweeping charges of 
perjury regarding the Maltby or Rogers 
cases were recklessly made, and all 
came in for considerable abuse. Of 
these, however, tiie prophecy that God 
would soon remove the present Deputy 
Attorney-General from his oflice was 
possibly the niodt striking.
